Yon must provide the missing information, or il you are unable t¢ do so,
you must demonsirate that “best efforts” have been used to obtain the
information. Tao estahlish “hest efforts,” you must provide the Commussion
with a detailed description of your procedures for requesting the
information. Establishing “best efforts™” is 4 three-fold process.

First, your original solicitation must include a clesr and conspicuous request
for the contributor information and must inform the contributer of the
requirements of federal law for the reporting of such information. (17 CFR

Second, if the information is not provided, you must make one follow-up,
stand afone effort to obain this informaton, regardless of whether the
conttibution(s) was sokicited or not, This effort must eccur no later than 30
